The Examiner has required a restriction between the following groups of claims: 

Group I, claims 1-7, classified in class 118, subclass 719; and 
Group II, claims 8-20 classified in class 427, subclass 255.5. 

Further, though not mentioned by the Examiner, it is noted that Group I relates to 
apparatus and Group II relates to methods. 

Applicant provisionally elects, with traverse, Group II, claims 8-20 directed to a 
deposition method.
